Chen discloses a web having a material additive in the form of an antimicrobial agent, as described in column 2, line 43, to column 3, line 
17. Chen further discloses providing a material property in a gradient within the web, as described in column 15, lines 23-45. While Chen 
does not explicitly give an example of a gradient in the antimicrobial agent, it is still within the scope of Chen's disclosure to have a 
gradient in the antimicrobial agent, since that would produce a gradient in a material property of the web. 

Klun discloses a blood absorbing enhancing agent in the form of lactic acid, as described in 7, lines 38-39. Klun provides lactic acid for its 
antimicrobial properties, and tehrefore the teachings of Chen may be applied to the invention of Klun. 
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
